Rome-Scor or Peter’s-pence is again to be levied 
in this realm of Ireland. Cardinal Wiseman, obli- 
vious or unmindful of the Foreign Enlistment Act, 
offered the Pope a bodyguard of 10,000 Irishmen. 
The Gweedorians, hearing the news, fell to cutting 
the throats of sheep, “to keep their hands in,” until 
they could be let loose upon the flock of the Peru- 
gian Pastor. Bowyer, who knew the kind of re- 
cruits the Pope was likely to obtain, opposed the 
proposition of the Cardinal, and the material aid 
which Ireland is to give must consist of money, not 
men. No doubt, the empty money bags of the Ro- 
mish Exchequer will rustle with a stream of Irish 
gold. It is not an alms, or a contribution, or a sub- 
scription ; it is dignified with the name of “ tri- 
“[bute,” as if the Pope were the legitimate lord of 
these realms. Henceforth, we suppose, Ireland must 
supply the loss of the Romagna, and pay for the 
Pope’s ungrateful subjects. 

The appeal of Paul Cuilen isa simple one---“ The 
“ Pope's finances are in a state of great embarrass- 
“ment. Small sums, coming from every quarter of 
“the globe, will constitute a large tribute. The Irish 
“owe a vast debt to the Pope.” For, did not Gre- 
gory XIII. aid in fitting out an expedition to aid 
Ireland in rebellion against England? Did not 
Clement promise absolution and grant indulgences to 
those who fought with Hugh O'Neil? Did not 
Innocent X. seud vyci suimc 2,000 blessed pike heads, 
and some hundreds of steel morions? It is quite 
clear Ireland owes an enormous debt, of more value 
than mere sympathy or gratitude and must pay with 
interest. 

To prove that an Irishman is in debt is not the 
way to increase his liberality. Paul Cullen does not 
rely upon the principle, owe no man anything, even 
the Pope, He has other inducements in store. First 
of all, a piece of the true cross is to be exposed in 
the Metropolitan Chapel, under certain conditions. 
Who would not give half a sovereign to kiss that 
fragment which grows so] mirgculously that 
you could build a first-rate manpof-war out of 
the pieces? But this is not enough. Paul 
Cullen is confident that every maw, woman, and 
child will endeavour, on this occasion, to secure for 
themselves the benediction and protection of St. Peter, 
by assisting his successor? Who would not give 
half-a-crown to procure the protection of St. Peter ? 
There is more yet. The reign of crinoline and red 
petticoats, to say nothing of those bewitching Galway 
cloaks, 1» over. The ladies are to find means to raise 
the tribute “by retrenching superfluous and vain 
‘ornaments in dress.” It would ‘be curious to as- 
certain what was vain and what superfluous in 
prelatic estimation. The unkindest cut of all 
is aimed at Paul Cullen's staunchest supporters. 
They who are aceustomed to the daily use of alcohol 
must give it up, not for ever, only for a month, and 
half the savings must be thrown into the Legate’s 
chest. ‘Think you that Mr. Gladstone will manu- 
facture half so clever a Budget, or be enabled to hold 
out such inducements to pay? 

We are sure that the sum collected in Ireland will 
be very large—quite enough to tempt both Pope and 
Cardinals to take up their residence amongst us. 
The Roman Catholic population of Ireland is esti- 
mated at five millions. A shilling each will pro- 
duce £250,000. But, then, all the priests’ nominees, 
from Members of Parliament to Justices of the Peace, 
must come down handsomely. Every merchant 
who has a Romish connexion---every lawyer, solicitor, 
and physician, must measure the amount of his sub- 
scription by his respect for the Pope. Then there are 
the Bishops and Priests, who must set an example 


Bill for making every criminal prosecution as long asa 
Chancery suit. This is one of the crotchets oí the day. 
There are many superficial and plausible arguments 
in favour of trying over again a man who has been 
already tried, and who is not unnaturally dissatis- 
fied with the verdict which condemns him. ‘There 
is a large class of persons whose reading mainly con- 
sists of the reports of criminal cases, and whose sym- 
pathies would be alwaps dormant if not excited by 
the adventures of some notorious criminal. To them an 


his adversity. When he falls under their ken he is in 
the toils and meshes of the law. They do not behold 
the misery he has occasioned, they do not know any- 
thing of the sufferings of the commonplace people he 
has victimised. They have never known him in his 
coarse triumphs, and in the days of hisjimpunity. He 
is in their eyes a gallant fellow struggling against odds. 
Their interest is in the chances of the felon hunt. 
They would give the felon law just as your loyal sports- 
man would give law to the deer, or check a greyhound 
for running cunning. These people have just wit 
enough to take up and repeat the false analogies which 
are put before them by superficial law reformers like Mr. 
M‘Mahon, and we shall doubtless hear repeated all 
around us, in various tones of indignation, the astonish- 
ment of the supporters of this Criminal Appeal crotchet, 
that we give a new trial in cases where £50 is at issue, 
and deny it in cases where the life of a man is at stake. 
To such persons we recommend a careful reading of 
yesterday’s debate, and especially of the very excel- 
lent argument of Sir G. C. Lewis, which quite exhausts 
this subject. 

We belicre that in our courts of justice innocent men 
never are convicted. If at long intervals some singular 
exception occurs to this universal rule, it is only an ex- 
ception which, by its extreme rarity, proves the rule. 
Mr. Denman, in last night’s debate, declared, as the re- 
sult of many years’ experience as a sessions barrister, 
that, although he had defended many scores of prisoners, 
he had never seen One convicted of whose guilt he was 
not convinced, while he had got many off of whose guilt 
he felt no doubt. This is but a common experience. We 
fence round our prisoners*with every possible safeguard. 
We have the inquiry before the magistrate, where every 
element of knowledge enters into the investigation, and 
where mercy is, perhaps, too often allowed te intervene 
| and stay further prosecution. We have then the secret 
inquiry before the grand jury, where bills are often ig- 
nored for reasons which no one can ever arriveat. Lastly 
comes the trial, when, ifhe or his friends can muster a 
guinea, the prisoner has the aid of counsel, and the 
chance of mystifying the jury. In such a series of trials 
it must be a very clear case which does not give the 
prisoner a chance of escape. A good-looking youth or 
a pretty young woman will too oftenge out of the dock 
owing their acquittal tothe compassion of the jury rather 
than to the doubt of theirguilt. But, after all, this is 
over, and the verdict is given, there are still more 
safeguards. If the judge be not satisfied with the ver- 
dict, if he should think that the balance of prebability 
upon the facts evolved turns in favour of the prisoner, 
he reports his opinion to the Secretary of State, and the 
prisoner is pardoned as a matter of course. But the pre- 
cautions waich our Constitution provides are even yet 
not exhausted. It may happen, as it has happened in 
some notorious cages, that the prisoner is so unfortunate 
asto have such damning facts against him that the 
magistrate, the grand jury, the petty jury, and the 
Judge, all believe him to be guilty, but that subsequent! 
te this trial other circumstances rise to light whic 
explain away all the adverse evidence. The Constitu- 
tion still provides a remedy. The Home Secretary is 
at his post, ready, upon sufficient showing, to consider 
the case upon the new evidence, and by a public pardon 
to redress, so far as any human institution can 
the evil which the unfortunate man has suffered.

Apart, however, 
from this trick there is nothing in his letter which 
might not have been written by the Most Noble the 
Marquis of Normanby, K.G., G.C.B. It is well known, 
and does not remain for any old gentleman to discover 
at this time of day, that a project for ceding a part of 
Savoy, and also the county—not the province—of Nice 
to France against important equivalents connected most 
closely with the greatness and nationality of Italy, has 
been discussed between the Courts of Turin and Paris; 
but it is equally certain that even if from a project it 
becomes an intention, its execution will depend on a 
number of circumstances and conditions—notable 
among which is the consent of the _ inhabi- 
tants of those territories—calculated to divest it 
of everything which could give just cause of dissa- 
tisfaction to third parties. “These things will not be 
done in a corner; the interests of Switzerland will 
have to be provided for, diplomatic correspondence will 
be exchanged, and debates in the Piedmontese Chamber 
will have to take place before they can be accomplished. 
In the meantime there can be no harm in discussing 
the bearings of the project on Italy and the rest of 
Europe. When “Senex” maintains the superior ad- 
vantages of the status quo, on the ground that the inde- 
pendence of Italy must have an “outwork” in some 
other country, we at once perceive that he belongs 
to the school of the statesmen of 1815 and must be 
shocked at the proposal to destroy the bulwark ot Aus- 
trian independence in Italy. Nevertheless, we recognise an 
argument which desires to be answered once more. But 
when he talks wildly of peril to the future peace of Ku- 
rope, and blandly invokes the timely resistance of other 
European Powers, he is simply mischievous. The an- 
nexation of the whole of Savoy to France is a measure 
which we do not believe to be in questian ; if it were 
no doubt it would be the duty of Europe to resist it, 
for the neutrality and independenee of Switzerlond is an 
interest too great to be sacrificed even to the indepen- 
dence of Italy. A part of Savoy, the districts of Chab- 
lais and Faucigny, belongs by treaty to the general sys- 
tem of the Helvetic neutrality, and as the reasons which 
dictated that arrangement exist in all their force, it 
must be upheld. 

The question of to whom Savoy shall belong in 
sovereignty interests no English statesman or indi- 
vidual, and is not for a moment to be weighed in the 
balance with the benefits that French courage, and, we 
trust, disinterestedness, will have conferred on Europe 
by the emancipation and independence of Northern 
Italy. If, however, we have no interest in abetting such 
a scheme asthe transfer of Savoy to France, on the 
other hand, to resist the exertion of French influence to 
get possession of the province through the declared will 
of the sovereign and inbabitants of the Duchy, would be 
to fall back into that old rut of animosity and national 
rivalry trom which we have just been lifted. Any 
change, however, even the smallest, should be contin- 
gent upon the establishment of a broad independent 
Italian State under the House of Savoy, extending at 
least from the Adriatic to the Gulf of Leghorn. 

But there is another subject which the French 
journals blend with Savoy, which appears to us to have 
nothing whatever to do wih it, and that is Nice. Wecan 
conceive why somechange should be made with regard 
to Savoy, and thata new sovereign of North Italy should 
keep his territories within the limits of the higher Alps, 
But Nice is not comprehended or concerned in any such 
rule. The higher Alps do not descend to the 
sea, and the mountains offer no barrier whatever 
on the brink of the Mediterranean. But where 
these mountains fail, nature has provided another

CIVIL SERVICE, 
Mr. WYSE moved a resolution to the effect, that it 
would be desirable to appoint every year a select com- 
mittee to inquire into the miscellaneous Civil Service 
expenditure of the preceding year, and into the pay- 
ments made out of the Consolidated Fund, and into those 
on account of the Woods and Forests and land revenues.

He urged especially that many 
charges should be removed froin the Consolidated Fund 
to the estimates of the year. He contended the whole 
subject of our expenditure ought annually be considered 
by a committee, and thus prepared and put in order for 
consideration by the House. 
Mr. A. SMITII seconded the motion. 
Mr. LAING said the appointment of the standing 
committee for the purpose of putting the estimates in 
orders would, no doubt, be very convenient to the Go- 
vernment, which would thus be relieved both of trouble 
and responsibility, but the allegations against the civil 
expenditure were more apparent than real. No doubt 
the civil expenditure for 1852to ’59 had increased 
by a sum of £300,000, but half of this was due to the 
transfer of various items from the Consolidated Fund to 
the Civil Service. Of the remainder, the greater part 
was due to the increase in the departments of Educa- 
tion, Science, and Art, and to that of Law and Justice. 
All of these objects were of great public inter- 
est, and subject’ to Parliamentary control, but he 
thought that reference to a committce commonly 
had an opposite effect to the one intended. Of this 
he gave several instances, and said the action of the se- 
veral committees which had been appointed of late 
years, however useful to the country, had uniformly 
been prejudicial to the interests of economy. There 
were many matters which might require economy and 
a standing committee would only relieve from respon- 
sibility those really responsible. He assured the House 
the Goverament had, during the recess, taken vast pains 
to introduce economy into every branch of our expen- 
diture, and he trusted the House would be satisfied with 
the result; if not, a committee of inquiry might be ap-

IRISH FAIRS. 
CORK QUARTERLY FAIR. 
Cork, Tuurspay.—The weather was very favourable. The 


fair ground was, at an early hour this morning, crowded with 
a very extensive stock of cattle of every description, from 


this as well as from some of the adjacent counties. The 
attendance of buyers was not as numerous as on previous 
occasions. ‘The demand for prime beef was very great, and 


some purchases for the English market were made at a high 
figure. Indeed almost all of this description were at once 
bought up. Heifers of about three years old were 


looked for, and well-bred ones fetched a bigh price. 
Springers were in abundance, but the supply exceeded the 
demand ; with very few exceptions all were of an inferior 
class. The sheep department created some disappointment 
from the absence of prime lots, probably owimg to Bandon 
fair the day previous; some extensive purchases were intended 
tohave been made. The show of pigs of every class wee 
very large, but the demand at top prices was slack ; about 
47s. averaged the price given. A great improvement was 
observable in the fair, and it promises to be one of great im- 
portance; indeed, a considerable addition must be wade to 
the ground, the present space being much too small. 


CLONMEL Catrie Fain, Wepnespay.—Fat cows were 
scarce and dear, prices ramzed from 464 to 50s per ewt, 
New milch cows, few to market, prices from £9 to £15, In- 
calf heifers, from £7 to £12. ‘Two-vear and a half heifers, 

One year and a half heifers, from £5 to 44, 
Weanlings £2 to £3 each. Sheep—Fat sheep scarce ; prices 
ranged from 5d to 6d per |b, or from 358 to 45s each.

“*«That St. Peter and his successors, vicars of Jesus 
Christ, and that the whole Church itself, have only re- 
ceived power from God for spiritual things, aad which 
concern salvation, and not temporal and civil things.’ 

“Thus, in the encyclical letter ef the 19th of January, 
it is the temporal Sovereign who speaks in the name 
of a temporal interest, but in the forms and with the 
narticnlar character which appertain to the head of the 


é There is, then, here an abuse of jurisdiction which, 
without dispensing us from a respectful deference, cannot 
prevent a free judgment. 

“ Let us not hesitate to express our full opinion. 

“The ersaries of the Papacy have always re- 
proached it for its efforts to overstep the spiritual do- 
main which is exclusively its own. They have raised 
against it the minds of many independent men who re- 
fused their submission except in matters offaith. It was 
in wishing ‘to subject, according to the very terms of 
tie declaration of 1682, Kings and Sovereigns to the 
e clesiastical power,’ that whole nations were alienated 
trom that unity of which Rome is the centre. . 

“ Thanks to Heaven, we are no longer in the times of 
schisms and heresies; and our epoch is too enlightened 
fot such distractions ever to arise from a passing mis- 
understanding. 

“ But it is impossible for us not to deplore the attitude 
which has been forced upon Pius IX. under circumstan- 
ces when the spirit of conciliation appeared as if it ought 
to ally itself so well with the august character of the 
Holy Father. Is it not sad to see in so grave a docu- 
ment as that of which we speak the eternal cause of the 
Charch mixed up with and lowered by interests so little 
worthy of it, and associated with the fortunes of those 
Princes who, in Italy, only maintained themselves by the 
arms of Austria, and could not return there except at 
her back? | 

“In fact, one of the reasons given in the letter of the 
Pope for refusing the separation of the Romagna is, 
that he could not abdicate that portion of his territory 
without ‘detriment to the rights of the Princes of 
Italy, who havefbeen unjustly despoiled of their domains.’ 

é Here we have, then, the head of the Church making 
himself, as in the duys of Boniface VILI. and Innocent 
XII, the arbitrator of political Sovereignties! And, 
mark it well! this theocratical arbitration, which in 
our day would be the most dangerous prerogative for 
the Papacy, is, by a strange contrast, only the undeni- 
able proof of his dependency ; for, before as after the 
war of Italy, we find Rome bent under the influence of 
Austria—under that influence which Father Lacor- 
daire so justly considered a cause of decline and fall of 
the Holy See. 

“We should pity French Catholics who could not feel 
the sad position assumed by the Papacy coming forward 
to restore against the popular will Princes who, having 
falien at Solferino, had no other refuge than the baggage 
train of Austria. This position deceives the hopes of 
all those who would have liked to see the head of Christi- 
anity resume the prestige of his political power in his 

union with regenerated Italy. 

“The encyclical letter will doubtless serve as 
a rallying point for many passions which have 
nothing French or Christian abgut them, and which 
will wrongly endeavour to abuse the authority 
of this document and its venerable origin. We 
do not fear that they will succeed, for the policy of 
the Imperor cannot give occasion, we are certain, 
to any legitimate anxiety. The Emperor, inspired by 
a devotion which for ten years has never belied itself 
one single day, first counselled to the Pope reforms 
which might have sayed the integrity of his dominions. 
Those counsels were rejected; the evil has become 
aggravated, and now it seems no fougrer possible to lead 
back the populations of the Romagna, unless compel- 
ling them by force. 

“The Emperor thought that it was more advanta- 
geous for the Pope to give up the Romagna than to re- 
conquer it at the cost of the blood of his subjects by 
foreign intervention. He said so sincerely to the Holy 
Father in a letter worthy of the eldest Son of the 
Church and of the Sovefeign of France. The Pope was 
at liberty to follow or reject that advice. He rejects it. 

“We are far from contesting his right to do so, and 
we have the conviction that the advice of France will 
never be turned into menace or constraint. 

“ Thus, then, the duty of France is fulfilled. The in- 
justice towards her, however great it may be, will not 
pave the power to make her desert her task of modera- 

10n «4 protection. At Rome she would still, if needs 
ta defend the Pope against anarchy ; but if the poli- 
tical authority of the ‘t1ely Father everywhere else is 
destined to go through other crises, the responsibility 
must not fall upon the generous nation which has done 
everything to obviate them, and which will be 
always ready to grant that trusty support which is 
ignored to-day.” 


SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 


Another letter from the camp of Guad el Jelu, before 
Tetuan, dated Jan. 19 and 20. appears in the Times of 
Tuesday. It does not contain the account of any start- 
ling events, but is in a-great measure retrospective. 

“The Spanish army continues upon the ground it 
took up on the 17th instant. The whole of it is now 
concentrated between and around Fort Martin and the 
Custom-house, in full view of Tetuan, which glistens, 
snow-white, on the rising ground at the extremity of 
the valley. From the fort to the Custom-house it is 
about a mile ; from the last-named edifice to the city it 
now seems to me farther than [ at first thought it—prob- 
ably about four miles. The Moorish camp has not been 
raised, as was expected. It has, on the contrary, ac- 
cording to some, augmented in size since my last letter. 
I sce no difference myself, but it would not bes sing 
that troops should have come in to aid in the defence 
of Tetuan.

This, however, would of course require time, 
and thearmy will not wait for it to attack the city, 
which everybody is impatient to do—in like manner 
that we 3 peed earnestly hopes that, Tetuan taken, the 
war will be over, and a part of the army will return to 
Spain. Although there is no discouragement, the war 
is not of a nature to make any one re its continu- 
ance. Itis quite evident that it will yield little glory 
amd no profit, although it has been the means of calling 
té and exhibiting the good qualities of the Spanish 
soldier. 

“ An unfortunate accident occurred yesterday in the 
neighbourhood of Fort Martin. Some soldiers got hold 
of a shell, oneof many projectiles proceeding from the 
French and Spanish squadrons, which are lying about, 
and while they were handling it it exploded, and killed 
two men and wounded five.” 


The Phare dela Loire states that the workmen en- 
gaged at St. Nazaire in new-sheathing the ship Laurence, 
recently returned from Reunion, found a fragment of 
the horn of a sword-fish, which had penetrated to the 
depth of five inches into the keel, after passing through 
a slicet of copper as thick as a two-sous piece. 

Baitisn Cotumpra.—The latest news from this terri- 
tory (states the San Francisco NewsLetter of December 
20) is of the most cheering character, exhibiting the 
well-considered developments of that rapidly rising settle- 
ment. The amount of gold shipped to this port in 90 
days is 450,000 dols., without allowing for the dust in 
private hands amongst the passengers. The amount of 
gold dust shipped to San Francisco by the express com- 
panies during the last 18 months is three and three- 
quarter million doilars. The progress of Victoria is in 
fair proportion to the cheering news from the mines. 
The hammer is heard in all directions from early morn 
till late at night on the buildings now going on, both 
stone and brick. Real estate has also taken a rise, and 
sales have taken place at least 20 per cent. above prices 
asked afew months since. This colony is most prospe- 
rous. The great boon of a free port has been kept in- 
tact. The land system has undergone great reform for 
the better, with few or hardly any taxes ; public build- 
ings have gone up, and an efficient police kept on foot. 
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TURKISH MISSIONS AID SOCIETY. 


A numerous and influential meeting of the friends 
and supporters of this admirable society was held yes- 
terday, at three o’clock, in Lady Harberton’s School- 
house, Lower Gloucester-street, when interesting infor- 
mation was communicated concerning the progress of 
the mission in the Turkish dominionsyby the Rev. John 
Wortabet, native pastor, from Mount Hermon, Leba- 
non ; and also by the Rev. J. Tucker, A.M., Rector 
of wrk. M Church, Norwich, Cheshire. The meeting was 
presided over by the 

Kiev. Cuartes Hare. 

The proceedings having been opened with prayer by 
the Rev. Mr. Phillips. 

The Rev. G. W. Dalton, A.M., briefly addressed the 
meeting, and introduced to it the Rev. Mr. Wortabet, 
from Mount Hermon. 

The Rev. Mr. Tucker stated that the missionary 
work in Turkey was proceeding in the most satis~ 


factory manner. every day there being converts 
received into the church. The Turkish empire 


contained, at least, thirty-five millions of people, who 
were now equally divided into the Turkish and 
Christian population. 
of the population were Christians, and about one-third 
Mahometans ; and in Asiatic Turkey, about one-third 
of the population were Christians. The Christian popu- 
lation of the Turkish Empire was, however, divided 
into various churches, designated the Oriental Churches, 
which were of ancient origin, but all of them, unhappily, 
were marked by a divergence from the faith, and the 
greatest superstition and corruption prevailed amongst 
them. ‘These were the Greck churches, the Armenian, 
the Jacobite, the Nestorian, &c. In addition ‘o the fol- 
lowers of those churches, there were about 300,000 Jews 
scattercd throughout the empire, but yet the missionary 
work was steadily progressing. Thirty years ago 
the mission in Turkey whose interests they had then 
espoused, and were assembled to promote, commenced. 
Two American missionaries went to Constantinople, to 
begin the good work of cvangelisation. The greatest 
difficulties beset their path, they being not even allowed 
to preach, the laws of the country prohibiting them, 
They encountered all the obstacles opposing them 
and laboured zealously in their holy work for many 
years, in the midst of the greatest difficulties and 
trials. In 1838, a few schools which the mission- 
aries had opened at Constantinople were closed, by 
order of the Sultan, and it would seem there was no 
alternative for them but to leave the country‘and give 
up the work. But they continued to labour, and in 
1839 the Sultan died, and the present one ascended the 
throne, and general freedom was granted to all profes- 
sors of Christianity. The missionaries renewed their 
exertions and as they gathered converts around them by 
teaching they were again persecuted, and it was 
found necessary to make an appeal on their 
behalf to the Christian Ambassador at Constantinople, 
who obtained for them some little toleration; but in 
1853, at the termination of the war, full toleration was 
kiven to Christian ministers. There}were at present in 
the countey 108 missionary stations, from whence the 
native teachers went forth and imparted religious in. 
struction to the populationaround. At the present time 
there were 130 American mis>ionaries in the country, 
who had associated with them, 252 native agents 
many of whom were pastors over small con. 
gregations. They had collected 45 distinct churctice. 
and had associated with them about 2,000 mem- 
bers of their community. The population which 
was recognised by the law as the average Protestant 
community in the country amounted to 7,000, who en- 
joyed as much protection by law as the Mahometans 
themselves, The introduction of the Scriptures into 
the country was the work of English philanthropy and 
benevolence, and as early as the year 1813, the British 
Bible Sdciety eudeavoured to introduce the Scrip- 
»tures into Turkey. In the year 1814 an 
ancient copy of the Scriptures, in the old Arme- 
nian language, was found, and that book, through 
the active labours of the British Bible Society, was re- 
printed and extensively circulated in the country. The 
publishing of the Scriptures in the Armenian lan 

had awakened a great desire amongst that e for 
the Bible, and there was good reason to believe the dis- 
tribution of the Scriptures amongst them would be at- 
tended with the most beneficial result. It was, however, 
to be regretted that the great mass of the Armenian peo- 
ple were not possessed uí sufficient education to read 
the Scriptures, and it was only the more learned amongst 
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a few words. to return his thanks 
to that gentleman, whose names he had 
mentioned ; and he | a -hope that when he 
was led to visit the land of Syria—his own native home 
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pended from the wal! of the school-room, for the purpose 
of indicating to the meeting the exact position of Syria, 
in to which he said, many erroneous opinions 


He would say, in regard to the Maho- 
metans and Orientals, that all alike needed the light of 
the Gospel, for they alike either denied some of the fun- 
damental points of the true religion, or introduced into 
it such rites and ceremonies as impressed the credulity 
of the poor and untaught. The Mahometans denied 
the Divinity of Christ altogether. They contended that 
He never died, yet believed that the crucifixion took 
place, but the object was a mere phantom 
which God sent amongst the Jews to wreak their ven- 
geance on, and the real man went up to Heaven. Christ 
was admitted by them to a certain extent: they believed 
he was wonderfully born, and lived a miracle. But, 
alas! they could, not believe the sound and perfect 
truth which was the system and immortality of reli- 
gion. The Oriental Churches themselves in, the same 
way, although holding to the truth in the respect in 
which the Mohometans abandoned it, introduced 
into their ceremonies doctrines of so strangely 
contradictory a character—such as the invocation of 
angels and the performance of the Mass—that it tended 
to divert the minds of the uneducated from the proper 
channel to the holy and real salvation. In this 
state of things it was a matter of absolute ne- 
cessity that the Protestant missionaries, when they 
went out, should exert themselves to their utmost 
in preaching the Gospel to both these churches. 
It was ahappy contemplation that, so far as these exer- 
tions went, they were attended.with success. A great 
anxiety was spreading for the Holy Scriptures, and the 
signs which werqlately manifested proved beyond a doubt 
that the soil was fertile, and only required the'proper seed 
to be sown, in order that great results might be reaped. 
Mr. Wortabet then proceeded at some length, to detail 
the means which had been employed-for the purpose of 
evangelising Turkey, and the beneficial results which 
were daily becoming more apparent from the missionary 
exertions. He concluded a very interesting address by 
expressing a hope that) the people of these countries, on 
whom the mission had peculiar claims, would come for- 
ward energetically and lend their assistance in the cause 
they had that day assembled to promote. 
A hymn wasthen sung, and the meeting separated. 


THE EVENING MEETING. 

A numerously-attended meeting of the friends and 
supporters of the society was held in the Church 
Education Training School-house, Kildare-place, at 
half-past 7 o'clock. The chair was occupied by Colonel 
Lewis. The meeting was forcibly and eloquently ad- 
dressed by the Rev. A. M. Pollock, A.M. ; the Rev. G. 
W. Dalton, A.M. ; the Reve J. K. Tucker, and the Rev. 
John Wortabet, a native missionary. The latter gentle- 
man gave some interesting details respecting the difficul- 
ties which the missionaries had to encounter in diffusing a 
knowledge of the Holy Scriptures among the people of 
the East. Those difficulties arose principally from the 
numerous sects into which they were divided, and their 
superstitious adherence to old and heretical customs. 
The mission was, however, described as making steady 
and permanent progress, particularly in Turkey, where 
education was being developed, in a secular point of 
view upon Christian principles, which would in time lead 
to the introduction and general diffusion of 
the Holy Bible. The Armenian missionaries, it was 
observed, were ardent workers in the field of Apostolic 
labour, and succecded in a wonderful degree in preparing 
the way for their successors, aided and supported by 
that love for the extension of Christian truth which 
was one of the vital principles of the faith for which 
they sutfered so much, and laboured so anxiously to 
plant inthose distant lands of durknessand superstition. 
The proceedings were regarded with the greatest interest 
by those present, who practically manifestedtheir sym- 
pathy for this good cause by generously contributing, 
when the meeting concluded, towards the funds of the 
society, upon whichthere are so many and pressing 
calls.

BRIBERY AT ELECTIONS. 

Mr. MELLOR moved fer leave to bring in a bill to amend 
the Corrupt Practices at Elections Act (1854), and to make 
further provision for the detection and ishment of 
bribery, treating, and undue influence at iamentary and 
municipal elections. It was necessary to resort to more 
stringent provisions for the punishment of bribery than fine 
and imprisonment. He Em to add hard labour not 
exceeding six months to those punishments in case of mis- 
demeanour under the Corrupt Practices Act, this sentence 
being in the discretion of the judge who tried the indict- 
ment. He also proposed to give an indemnity to either of 
the parties to bribery who gave evidence sufficient to convict 
his confederate ; and that no person should, in cases of trial 
for bribery, be allowed to refuse to answer questions on the 
ground that it would criminate himself, although such 
answer should not he used against him in a charge of 
bribery. He sought to make it a misdemeanour for any one 
to pay any money except to the election agent ; all expenses 
to be paid by him through the election auditor. There was 
a provision to prohibit the employment of any voter asa 
messenger at an election. The bill was made to apply to 
municipal as well as parliamentary elections, owing to the 
prevalence of similar practices at both. 
Sir F. KELLY expressed his belief that no addition to 
the stringency of the punishment now applicable to the 
offence of bribery by the present law would have the slight- 
est effect in diminishing the offence, but he would not 
the introduction of the bill. Until the House should adopt 
some ineasure which would secure the payment of all moneys 
whatever through the hands of some competent officer, some

They 
would be very happy to consider any measure from any 
member of the House ; and he hoped before the session closed 
they would be able to devise some means which might be 
effectual in checking the evil. At the same time, it must be 
remembered that the Corrupt Practices Prevention Act was 
a bond fide intention on the part of Parliament, and this 
measure had failed only through the inherent difficulty 
attending every attempt to check those practices.-—Leave 
was then given to bring in the bill.

APPEAL IN CRIMINAL CASES BILL. 

Mr. M'MAHON rose to move the second reading of this 
bill, which he described as substantially the same with that 
which had been read a second time in 1858, by a majority of 
145 to91. A great many members objected to the former 
bill because it was supposed to give a right of appeal to the 
Crown unnecessarily in certain cases. Another objection was 
that it gave too great facilities for allowing bills of excep- 
tions, and a great many technical objections. On these points 
he had made such alterations as, he trusted, would satisfy the 
House. The object of the bill was to remove an anomaly 
from the administration of the law which he thought was a 
disgrace to it. If a person was sued for £10 or £20, he might 
have as many new trials and bills of exception as he chose ; 
but if he was tried for an offence which might involve the 
loss of property and liberty, and everything that was dear 
r to him, he had no appeal, except to the Home Office. The 
learned gentleman then referred at great length to the 
opinions of the present Lord Chancellor, Lord Denman, and 
Sir F. Kelly, and was followed by 

Mr. W. EWART, who said he would not pledge himself 
to the details of the bill, to which the legil members of the 
House might probably discover objections, but, adhering as 
he did to the principle that the power of appeal in criminal 
cases ought to exist, he had great pleasure in seconding the 
motion, 

Sir G. C. LEWIS—The importance of’ the question 
brought under the consideration of the House by the second 
reading of this bill cannot, 1 think, be overrated; for, aa 
it seems to me, the adoption of the principle on which this 
bill is founded must completely alter the whole character 
and operation of the criminal law as now administered. 
Notwithstanding the importance of the subjects which we 
discuss in Committee of Supply—holding as we do the 
purse-strings of the country, and disposing of the property 
of the subject—evervbody, I think, must perceive that we 
have at present before us a matter of still greater moment, 
from the effect which it exercises over those institu- 
tions on which the safety of life and property depends. 
(Ilear, hear.) And before I proceed to consider the merits 
of the proposal which has just been made, as it might.per- 
haps suggest itself to some gent!emen that the situation 
which I hold would bias the opinion which I am about to 
give respecting the propriety of granting an appeal in cri- 
mina! cases, | would take the liberty of calling the atten- 
tion of the House to the fact that the hon. gentleman dces 
not propose to abolish the prerogative of the Crown, though 
he certainly appears to intimate that he would be able te 
render its exercise to a considerableextent unnecessary ; he 
does not substitute anything, be merely adds one stepto the 
criminal procedure of the country. My belief is, 
that ifthis Bill is passed as at present framed, it will 
have very little practical effect on the duties of 
the Home Secretary, but that those will remain very 
nearly what they are at present. On the other hand, I can 
s2e that arrangements might be made which wonld lead to 
the complete relief of the Home Secretary from those painful 
and embarrassing duties which are cast on him by 
the revision of criminal sentences. (Hear, hear.) For my- 
self, I can declare, and 1 dare say that I shall have the assent 
of the right hon. gentlemen who have filled in former years 
the office which 1 now hold, that there is no part of its duties 
which are more painful to me, about which 1 feel greater 
anxiety, or as to which there is less reward to be gained in 
public estimation. Consequently, if I were to be guided 
merely by personal feelings, I should give my vote 
in favour of any measure which tended to diminish the 
frequency of the exercise of that cluss of duties. But on 
a question of this sort I hope I may be believed in the asser- 
tion that 1 have endeavoured to form a perfeetly sincere 
and candid opinion, without reference toany personal feelings 
or individual bias. and that the sentiments to which I am 
about to give expression, except for the greater consideration 
which I have necessarily been obliged to give to the subject, 
would be exactly the same were I now sitting on the opposite 
side of the House. (Hear, hear.) The hon. and learned 
gentleman bywhom this measure has been introduced has said 
that all authority is in favour of criminal appeal. He has 
not shown one practical grievance, but has relied on au- 
thority for the establishment of his case; and then, taking a 
view of the remedies that have been proposed, he says that 
his own is the best, and calls on the House to agree with it. 
In the study that I have given to the subject I have been led 
tothe conclusion that the weight of authority, so far from 
being, as in his opinion, favourable to the change, is de- 
cided!y opposed to it. Je referred, I think, to the 
committee appointed in 1848 by the House of Lords to con- 
sider the Criminal Law Administration Amendment Bill. 
Baron Allan Park and Baron Alderson were examined 
before the committce on the very question to which this 
bill refers, and both gave a very decided opinion against 
€criminal appeals. “That opinion was not only concurred in

Mr. GEORGE was of opinion that the bill was unnecessary 
that it would be injurious, and that it would obstruct the 
course of criminal justice, Punishment should be as prompt 
as circumstances would permit, but ander the bill capital 
punishment would never be carried out, and other criminals 
would frequently escape. 
Mr. MELLOR observed that this question was one ef deep 
unworkable and impracticable. It would be unjust to con- 
fine the bill to capital cases—sooner than do so, he would 
abolish capital punishment altogether. He should oppose the 
bill, which he thought had a most dangerous tendency. 
Mr. HENLEY must guard himself from being misunder- 
stood in the vote he was about to give, lest it might be 


stood. The bill did not clear away in any manner existing

The SOLICITOR-GENERAL said he should vote against 
the motion. 
went to show the imperfect nature of the measure, for the 
hon. gentleman advocated a wider course—that of proceeding 
by committee. Two objects only were contemplated by the 
bill—to obtain a new trial on matters of evidence, either 
on the ground that the verdict was contrary to evidence, 
or that additional evidence had been obtained since the trial. 
The appeal, in fact, would! be to the judge who had 
tried the prisoner ; for in civil cases a new trial was never 
granted without the sanction of the judge who presided at the 
first trial. The cases where fresh evidence was obtained 
after the trial were far too rare to warrant any general alte- 
ration of the law. There was but one grievance or inconve- 
nience which this bill professed to asnelie—tieah of frequent 
applications to the Home Secretary in the case of condemned 
convicts. Had a tribunal been constituted expressly to 
remove this inconvenience, it would have had his support. 
Reference had been made to the alleged inconsistency of 
granting certiorari in certain cases and not in others; but 
when the certiorari was first established there was no 
writ of error, and no court of criminal appeal. ‘The 
main argument in favour of the bill, the assumed 
analogy between civil and criminal trials, was a patent fal- 
lacy. No two things could be more different than .an action 
and a prosecution: the one was a contest between two indi- 
viduals, in which the public had little or no interest; the 
other wasa proceeding at the instance of the Crown, which 
could not be supposed to have any bias or influence apart 
from its duty of protecting the public interests. In criminal 
trials everything was allowed totellin favour of the prisener; 
and if one man out of twelve entertained a doubt in his fa- 
vour, he had the benefit of it. The laxity that would result 
from its being known to juries that their verdicts might be 
set aside was alarming to contemplate. He admitted the 
existing inconvenience, and should be happy if he could sup- 
ply a remedy which would not lead to greater evils. 

Mr. DIGBY SEYMOUR would suggest as an improvement 
in the present system that the sanetion of the judge who pre- 
sided at the trial should not be necessary to give the right of 
appeal. Let a bill of exceptions be allowed in criminal as 
well asin civil cases. He should be glad to see the present 
bill referred to a committee, thus pledging the House that 
something ought to be done. 

Mr. LONGFIELD was anxious that the bill should be dis- 
cussed in committee. Allits opponents had admitted the 
imperfection of the present system. After all that had been 
said about the prerogative, he could net help thinking that 
it had been suspiciously exercised—often in favour of the 
rich and powerful. At the best it was a most imperfect 
mode of proceeding. In the cases of Smethurst and others 
there had been no evidence submitted that might not have 
been brought forward at the trial. A great deal depended 
on persons like Dr. Kirwan being able to get up newspaper 
sympathy in their behalf. (A laugh.) In the event of 
a division he should vote for the second reading of the 
bill. 

Mr. M'MAIION was glad that the subject had been so fully 
discussed. It was generally admitted that a court of crimi- 
nal appeal was necessa y ; but the particular proposal before 
the House had been condemned, without anything better 
being suggested. The bill simply proposed to remove the 
anomaly presented by the existing writ of certiorari. He 
believed that all hon. members who had spoken acquiesced in 
the doctrine that there ought to be some amendment of the 
present system. Ile would. however, rest contented with the 
expression of the opinion which they had all heard, and not 
give the Llouse the trouble of dividing. At the same time he 
would observe that he did not believe a better bill than the 
present would proceed fromthe hands of an; of those hon. 
and learned i::emnbers who had condemned it. 

The motion for the second reading was then negatived 
without a division, and the bill was consequently lost.
